Drupal  - A creative  social  site  similar  to  Facebook  that  offers  discussion  and 
blog  platforms. 

Telepresence  - A live  online  meeting  tool  with  life-size  images  and  clarity 
providing  the  next  best  thing  to  being  there  for  virtual  meetings  between  two 
groups  of  people. 


MegaMeeting  - An  online  conferencing  program  for  up  to  16  people  utilizing 
a checkerboard  arrangement  of  their  real-time  images. 


WebEx  - A program  that  enables  simultaneous  shared  information  and 
project  collaboration  on  multiple  screens  - phone  or  computer  - in  different 
locations  making  it  ideal  for  library  trainings  and  webinars.

Meeting  Minutes 

• Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  9:40am.  Basic  rules  of  the  meetings  were  discussed  by  Hyams. 

• Minutes.  Hyams  requests  approval  of  the  minutes  of  the  past  meeting.  Minutes  approved  by 
vote  and  second. 

• Summer  Jobs  Program  from  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  Director  of  program  operations  explained 
community  programs,  services  and  career  center.  Literature  was  distributed  that  provides 
details  of  the  various  services.  White  asks  how  the  business  in  the  district  can  be  benefited  to 
help  local  community  members  gain  employment  in  the  district  (specifically  for  summer  jobs). 
Eichenfield  asked  regarding  availability  of  individuals  who  could  perform  gardening  services  in 
the  district  for  the  newly  installed  greenery  in  the  district.  It  was  announced  that  One  Stop  has 
reorganized  and  partnered  with  Goodwill  Industries  in  an  effort  to  improve  services.  Eichenfield 
disclosed  that  he  would  require  the  CBD  cleaning  vender  GMG  Janitorial  to  work  with  One  Stop 
in  order  to  provide  opportunities  for  employment  for  local  community  members.  The  One  Stop 
representative  discussed  specific  training  programs  and  subsidy  funding  for  new  jobs  training. 
Hyams  mentions  that  One  Stop  may  be  better  served  by  a stronger  introductory  program  so  that 
local  employers  have  more  information  on  candidates  and  services.  The  summer  jobs  program 
intends  to  place  approximately  200  employees. 

Public  Comment:  Randall  Evans  states  that  that  in  his  opinion  the  CBD  should  not  be  involved  in 
the  One  Stop  program  but  instead,  that  the  local  businesses  that  received  redevelopment 
money  and  thus,  such  business  have  a responsibility  for  hiring  directly  from  the  community. 
Adrian  Williams  stated  that  the  presenters  did  not  mention  corporate  outreach.  A member  of 
the  summer  jobs  program  states  they  will  look  into  this. 
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• Treasurer's  Report:  Szeto  discuses  the  status  of  the  current  budget  including  line  item  detail  of 
current  expenses,  income  and  account  balance. 

• Board  Development  Update:  Trammel  announces  that  on  July  13th  there  will  be  meeting  to 
discuss  avenues  for  membership  in  the  CBD.  Anyone  who  may  wish  to  serve  on  the  board 
should  consider  attending  the  meeting.  He  advised  on  how  application  forms  may  be  obtained 
and  the  procedure  for  returning  completed  forms.  Elections  will  take  place  in  September. 

Hyams  invites  anyone  who  feels  they  wish  to  serve  on  the  board  to  apply  for  board  service. 

• Staff  Report:  Eichenfield  discusses  the  removal  of  the  tree  lights  that  remains  to  be  completed. 
Consideration  of  a fundraiser  to  obtain  further  funds  to  install  replacement  lighting  for  the 
Christmas  holiday  season.  He  will  continue  to  look  for  a local  contractor  to  remove  the  lights. 
Eichenfield  discusses  the  renewal  process  of  the  CBD  and  how  the  organization  is  funded.  MJM 
Management  Group  has  been  selected  to  manage  the  CBD  renewal  process.  MJM  conducts  a 
presentation  regarding  their  scope  of  services,  their  experience  and  clients.  MJM  advises  the 
board  that  if  it  becomes  obvious  during  the  process  that  the  CBD  is  not  going  to  continue,  that 
the  contract  would  end  at  pre-defined  break  points  and  no  further  payments  would  be  required. 
After  public  comment,  a motion  was  passed  to  go  forward  with  MJM. 

Public  Comment:  Randall  Evans  states  his  support  for  MJM.  He  further  states  that  the  black 
community  in  San  Francisco  is  in  a state  of  emergency.  Trina  Villanueva  from  OWED  states  that 
the  expiration  date  for  the  CBD  is  June  30,  2011  and  thus,  the  time  is  of  the  essence.  She 
discusses  other  CBD's  and  how  the  Fillmore  fits  in  the  group  of  other  CBD's.  Jay  Crawford 
expresses  his  support  for  the  renewal  process  and  to  seek  support  for  an  internship.  Rev. 
Townsend  discusses  the  initial  approval  process  of  the  CBD.  He  expresses  that  entities  that  are 
not  currently  a part  of  the  CBD  were  not  excluded  but  instead  voted  themselves  off. 

• General  Public  Comment  (open  agenda):  E.C.  Scott  announced  she  is  putting  on  an  event 
September  22th  (a  blues  series)  for  five  days.  She  discusses  the  entertainers  and  asked  for 
support  of  the  event.  Andrea  Baker  reminds  board  that  the  OWED  economic  development  plan 
will  be  the  subject  of  a public  meeting  tonight  at  the  West  Bay  Community  Center  and  asks  for  a 
large  turnout.  Roy  Bennett  discusses  his  Salsa  Festival  on  July  24th.  He  mentions  the  various 
locations  of  bands  and  discusses  the  event.  Ray  Morrision  discusses  his  energy  drink  and 
expresses  his  wishes  to  enter  the  market  for  Northern  California.  He  further  discuses  that  his 
effort  to  market  the  city  at  large  is  also  a marketing  effort  to  benefit  the  Fillmore  District.

I.  CLOSED  SESSION:  Personnel  matter 

Motion  Combs,  Second  Szeto  to  accept  the  general  mutual  release  agreement  with  the  former  Executive 
Director.  Motion  approved  unanimously.  After  the  board  vote  Hyams  executed  the  agreement  on  behalf  of 
the  CBD.  Attorney  Andy  Wolfe  will  send  to  opposing  counsel  for  signing. 

II.  Approval  of  Minutes  of  March  24,  2010.  Motion  Alemayehu,  second  Kajimura,  to  approve  the  minutes  as 
submitted.  The  motion  was  approved  unanimously. 

III.  MOED  Economic  Development  Project  Update 

Amy  Cohen  of  the  City's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  (OEWD)  presented  an  overview  of 
the  process  they  will  use  to  prepare  an  Economic  Development  Project  study  of  the  district  that  will  enable 
OEWD  to  prioritize  funding  in  the  district  over  the  next  three  years.  Public  comment:  Ace  Washington  said  he 
is  pleased  that  community  input  was  listened  to  and  the  process  was  opened  up  to  more  public  comment,  but 
he  remains  unhappy  that  the  process  does  not  include  enough  public  input.  Randall  Evans  apologized  for  past 
interactions;  he  is  pleased  OEWD  is  including  the  community  but  wants  the  past  taken  into  consideration. 
Supervisor  Ross  Mirkarimi  commented  that  the  $800K  OEWD  has  to  spend  is  a small  amount  considering  the 
past  decades  of  damage  from  urban  renewal.  He  is  delighted  to  see  the  district  rebound  and  the  CBD  coming 
on  pace  to  support  revitalization;  he  has  asked  for  a portion  of  the  OWED  money  to  be  held  over  for  a micro 
loan  program;  he  feels  funding  for  a facade  program  should  only  be  for  ground  floor  retail,  not  office  uses,  that 
the  CBD  should  partner  up  with  Juneteenth  as  a co-host  for  2011,  that  events  on  the  street  are  still 
compartmentalized,  that  there  needs  to  be  more  synergies  between  businesses  and  the  entire  community 
united  at  the  grassroots  level,  especially  in  light  of  coming  city  budget  cuts.  Adrian  Williams  said  she  is 
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appreciative  of  the  CBD  but  wants  to  see  more  participation  from  more  of  the  community;  she  feels  the  bulk  of 
the  community  is  feeling  left  out. 

IV.  Treasurer's  Report 

Szeto  reported  that  all  need  to  recognize  the  CBD  has  limited  funds  from  property  owner  assessments  and  we 
are  trying  to  balance  all  the  needs  of  the  district,  but  our  focus  remains  mostly  on  cleaning  and  maintenance 
and  promotion  of  the  district.  We  are  currently  spending  55%  of  our  annual  budget  on  cleaning.  We  need  to 
educate  the  community  about  keeping  it  clean  and  discouraging  graffiti.  Davis  reported  she  is  looking  to  work 
with  community  based  organizations  in  the  Western  Addition  to  train  individuals  to  be  street  ambassadors  and 
attract  more  funds  for  street  maintenance  and  safety  programs  that  the  CBD  is  having  a difficult  time  retaining 
full  funding  for.  Public  comment:  Ace  Washington  said  he  is  upset  the  CBD  gave  its  cleaning  contract  to  GMG 
and  not  to  members  of  the  community.  Randall  Evans  asked  Davis  who  is  being  targeted  for  hiring,  youth  or 
otherwise?  He  feels  we  need  to  help  adults  as  well.  Erris  Edgerly  said  that  the  more  the  CBD  promotes  the 
district  the  more  people  will  come  here  and  create  maintenance  issues.  It  is  not  just  the  Western  Addition 
community  who  does  the  graffiti.  He  feels  the  CBD  needs  to  hire  more  community  people  on  its  cleaning 
crews.  He  wants  to  meet  with  Davis  and  GMG  Janitorial,  the  One  Stop  Center  and  the  Supervisors  office  to 
discuss  how  to  increase  hiring  of  local  residents.  Combs  asked  Eichenfield  to  follow  up  with  GMG  about  its 
success  at  hiring  local  residents  as  requested  in  the  CBD  contract. 

V.  Board  Development  Committee  update;  action  on  elections  procedures 

Eichenfield  reviewed  the  draft  board  member  election  procedures  for  board  approval.  Public  comment: 

Randall  Evans  said  it  would  be  better  if  we  wait  until  Trammel  can  attend  and  present  the  procedures,  as  he  is 
the  Board  Development  Committee  chair.  Ace  Washington  said  he  will  make  sure  there  is  community 
representation  on  the  board.  Motion  Alemayehu,  second  Kajimura  to  approve  the  procedures  as  submitted. 
The  motion  passed  unanimously. 

VI.  Marketing  activities  update;  action  on  CBD  marketing  co-sponsorships;  presentation  of  2010  Fillmore 
Jazz  Festival 

Eichenfield  applauded  the  success  of  the  recent  Art  Walk  organized  by  Meaghan  Mitchell.  Eichenfield 
presented  recommendations  to  the  board  for  awarding  marketing  co-sponsorships.  The  applicants  presented 
their  projects.  Roy  Bennett  asked  for  full  funding  of  $2,500  for  the  Cool  Black  Ball.  The  Coltrane  Church  asked 
for  funding  for  both  a brochure  and  a storefront  sign;  Eichenfield  said  funding  a permanent  sign  was  not  within 
the  program  parameters  but  funding  window  posters  would  be.  Hyams  asked  whether  the  Filipino-American 
Jazz  Festival  is  proposing  events  inside  the  CBD  boundaries  in  addition  to  a concert  at  Yoshi's;  he  asked  for 
more  details  about  their  proposed  free  events  in  the  district.  Hyams  asked  the  board  to  delay  voting  on  the 
proposals  until  the  next  board  meeting  so  that  more  information  can  be  gathered  and  more  board  input  can 
be  given.  Public  comment:  Ace  Washington  asked  for  copies  of  all  the  applications.  Roy  Bennett  said  he 
supports  the  Filipino-American  Jazz  Festival.  The  item  was  tabled  to  the  next  meeting. 

Steve  Restivo,  organizer  of  the  Fillmore  Jazz  Festival,  asked  if  the  board  had  any  ideas  or  comments  for  this 
July's  event.  Hyams  asked  if  the  festival  could  extend  south  one  block  so  that  businesses  at  the  Eddy  Street 
intersection  are  within  the  Festival  zone.  Restivo  said  this  could  be  considered  for  2011.  Hyams  would  like  a 
stage  and  band  at  the  Fillmore  Center  Plaza.  Restivo  agreed.  Restivo  would  like  the  farmers  market  to  be 
open  on  the  Saturday  and  the  Sunday  of  the  festival  weekend.  Public  comment:  Ace  Washington  would  like  to 
put  on  hold  any  plans  to  hold  the  festival  in  the  blocks  south  of  Geary.  He  would  like  Restivo  to  gather  more 
ideas  from  the  community.

They  are 
making  a request  to  have  the  money  distributed  as  per  their  recommendation  that  it  be 
allocated  as  requested  on  their  ten  point  list.

• A recent  challenge  has  been  handling  some  of  the  media  attention  on 
crime  at  the  Wharf  and  other  parts  of  the  city  as  it  relates  to  tourism.

Square  BID,  Yerba  Buena  CBD  and  the  Hotel  Council  has  been  set  up 
to  determine  how  best  to  deal  with  this  negative  publicity.

• The  FWCBD  received  an  anticipated  $1,825  reimbursement  from  the 
accounting  company  in  regards  to  a fine  received  for  filing  for  an 
extension  past  the  deadline  date.

• The  FWCBD  is  required  to  do  an  audit  review  each  year. 

• The  audit  results  were  clean  and  the  board  approved  the  audit 

PIERsafe,  Lou  Cuneo 

• The  PIERsafe  drill  that  took  place  on  September  15th  was  successful. 

The  story  that  appeared  in  the  Chronicle  marks  the  first  time  it  was 
covered  in  that  publication.  A reporter  from  KCBS  attended  the  drill  and 
interviewed  Kevin  Carroll,  Rick  Lenatand  Tom  Creedon.  This 
interviewed  was  subsequently  aired  on  their  station. 

• Next  year  will  be  the  5th  annual  drill  and  the  committee  will  work  on 
increasing  the  amount  of  participants. 

• Pier  45  as  a venue  was  great  and  special  thank  you  was  extended  to  Jay 
Edwards  and  the  Port  of  San  Francisco. 

Street  Operations,  Beautification  and  Order,  John  Cannizzaro 

• Tour  Bus  Parking  Zones 

We  will  be  publishing  the  tour  bus  loading  zones  and  metered  tour  bus 
parking  zones  map  on  the  FWCBD  website.  The  map  not  only  shows 
locations  but  the  length  of  the  parking  spot  and  the  time  limit. 

• Tavlor  Street  Lighting  Project 

The  electrical  inspector  with  the  city  is  requiring  that  we  purchase  a 
different  type  of  light  for  the  remainder  of  the  project.  The  new  lights 
are  still  LED  but  have  a /female  adapter  that  is  covered  and  better 
protected  from  the  elements.  In  addition,  the  FWCBD  was  required  to 
provide  them  with  a letter  stating  that  we  would  be  responsible  for 
overseeing  that  the  lights  are  routinely  inspected  and  modified  when 
needed. 

• Hanging  Flower  Baskets 

The  fall/winter  baskets  arrived  shortly  after  Fleet  Week  and  all  have 
been  replaced  throughout  the  wharf. 


Custodial  Services  have  ended  for  the  season  and  will  resume  in  the 
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spring. 

• Transportation  Update 

Supervisor  Chiu  and  the  tour  bus  operators  had  a good  dialogue  at  the 
October  24th  transportation  committee  meeting.  Supervisor  Chiu  voiced 
the  concerns  of  his  constituents,  the  hard  line  they  had  wanted  him  to 
take  and  the  compromise  that  was  his  policy  proposal.  It  was  a unique 
meeting  in  that  operators  and  citizens  were  in  the  same  room  together, 
something  he  indicated  wasn't  always  the  case. 


SFPD  Update,  Kevin  Carroll 

• The  FWCBD  purchased  phones  for  each  of  our  beat  officers  so  that  we 
have  an  additional  way  to  contact  them.  It  is  important  though  that  we 
do  not  stop  calling  the  non  emergency  number  because  it  logs  the  issues 
that  our  district  is  having. 

Public  Realm,  Rodney  Fong/John  Henry 

• Congratulations  and  thank  you  to  John  Henry  who  has  accepted  the 
position  as  Chair  of  the  Public  Realm  Committee 

• The  search  for  funding  is  still  ongoing. 

• After  learning  more  about  how  a Mello  Roos  is  executed,  the  executive 
committee  determined  that  this  would  not  be  the  first  choice  for  public 
realm  funding,  especially  since  this  would  require  an  additional 
assessment  on  top  of  the  assessment  created  to  form  the  FWCBD. 

• The  FWCBD  has  the  ability  and  resources  to  reallocate  a small  amount  of 
money  from  the  current  budget  if  needed. 

• In  order  to  apply  for  federal  stimulus  dollars,  the  project  needs  to  be  at 
least  30%  complete.  Neil  Hrushowy  from  city  planning  is  guiding  the 
process  to  get  it  to  that  point  which  includes  having  the  construction 
drawings  completed. 

• The  FWCBD  has  committed  $25,000  towards  the  completion  of  the 
construction  drawings. 

• Going  forward,  the  FWCBD  needs  to  be  prudent  on  how  it  handles 
assisting  with  funding  the  project. 

• The  negative  declaration  process  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of 
January. 

Marketing,  Craig  Schwan/Rick  Lenat 

• Fleet  Week  was  a huge  success  from  the  amount  of  ships  to  the  amount 
sailors. 

• The  Fleet  Week  Committee  has  already  started  planning  next  year  which 
will  once  again  focus  on  emergency  preparedness  and  sustainability. 

• In  a post  Fleet  Week  web  survey,  70%  of  businesses  said  their  business 
was  up  the  weekend  of  the  event. 

• Holiday  Lights  and  Sights,  on  December  17th,  is  the  next  upcoming  event 
on  the  calendar. 

• The  website  subcommittee  is  working  with  Lenat  & Partners  on 
updating  the  website  and  making  alterations  that  will  make  it  more 
useful  and  relevant. 
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• The  committee  is  formulating  a partnership  with  the  North  Beach 
Citizens  Group  on  how  to  educate  visitors  about  giving  money  to  local 
charities  rather  than  directly  to  panhandlers. 

• Lenat  and  Partners  is  currently  updating  and  revising  the  Fisherman’s 
Wharf  brochure,  any  corrections  that  need  to  be  made  should  be 
forwarded  to  Rick  Lenat. 

Conrad  Square  - Kevin  Carroll 

• The  FWCBD  has  held  three  community  meetings. 

• New  signs  for  the  park  that  list  all  the  things  that  are  restricted  within 
the  park  have  been  produced  and  will  be  installed  by  the  Recreation  & 
Parks  Department. 

• The  Conrad  Park  Committee  has  added  some  neighbors  that  have  been 
attending  the  community  meetings  to  assist  with  the  more  long  term 
goal  of  a grander  vision. 

• The  FWCBD  will  be  getting  quote  on  Christmas  lights  for  the  park  for  the 
upcoming  holiday  season. 

• Kevin  Carroll  and  Betty  Foote  recently  attended  a meeting  about 
pavement  to  parks  at  Cafe  Greco  where  recently  two  parking  spaces 
were  taken  and  transformed  into  public  space.  This  concept  may  be 
something  the  committee  looks  at  for  a portion  of  Columbus  Street 
across  from  Conrad  Park. 


Community  Development 

• This  newly  formed  committee  has  had  two  meetings  thus  far.  The  goal 
of  the  committee  has  been  informally  identified  as  helping  to  preserve 
Fisherman's  Wharf  heritage  and  history. 

• The  committee  is  looking  to  partner  with  the  FWMA,  the  Bay  Institute 
and  Salmon  Aid  to  help  create  more  awareness  about  sustainability  on 
the  wharf. 

• John  Frawley  challenged  everybody  to  ask  "what  have  you  done  to  help 
bring  back  the  fish  to  Fisherman’s  Wharf?" 

The  next  steps  include  meeting  with  fish  processors  and  other  key  contacts 

are  determining  the  feasibility  of  a fish  market  on  the  wharf. 

Grants 

• The  approval  document  from  the  city  for  the  zero  waste  grant  has  been 
received. 

• Randall  & Associates  have  advised  that  the  public  realm  project  is  too 
large  to  fund  as  a whole  in  respect  to  grants.  Breaking  the  project  into 
smaller  pieces  and  then  seeking  funding  for  each  is  the  best  strategy.  Mr 
Randall  is  confident  that  if  we  provide  him  with  a plan  that  has  defined 
requirements,  he  would  be  able  to  secure  the  funds  needed. 

Kevin  Carroll  will  send  written  thank  you  letters  to  General  Myatt,  Admiral 

Hunt  and  Martha  Cohen. 
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• Jay  Edwards  recommends  that  a press  release  be  completed  and 
distributed  about  the  zero  waste  grant  received  by  the  Fisherman’s 
Wharf  District  to  reduce  the  amount  of  trash  that  goes  into  the  landfill. 

• The  FWCBD  is  the  first  to  receive  the  zero  waste  grant  funds  out  of  all  of 
the  awardees. 

• The  port  has  finished  the  Taylor  Street  project  and  pedestrian  access  has 
been  greatly  improved. 

• There  have  been  a series  of  community  meetings  between  the  port  and 
affected  businesses  in  regards  to  the  Embarcadero  promenade  project. 
Outcomes  include  the  decision  to  keep  the  Little  Embarcadero  open 
during  construction,  to  require  that  the  project  be  staged  from  the  water 
and  to  produce  renderings  of  the  project  for  public  view.  The  next 
meeting  will  be  on  November  18th  in  the  Embarcadero  room  at  the  Port 
of  San  Francisco’s  office. 

• Currently,  the  goal  is  to  have  the  promenade  project  start  in  March  of 
2011  and  last  an  estimated  14  -16  months.

• The  possibility  of  having  the  America's  Cup  in  San  Francisco  is  looking 
strong.

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Financial  Report  / Aline  Estournes 

• Revenue  year  to  date  is  on  Budget. 

• Expenses  overall  for  the  month  of  August  were  below  budget  by  $6,249 
(-8%].  This  is  primarily  due  to  outstanding  invoices  noted  below  by 
budget  category. 

• SOBO  expenses  for  August  were  above  budget  by  $6,152  (+18%).  This 
was  due  to  outstanding  invoices  from  July  for  CMSC  street  cleaning 
services  and  for  Catmex  Flower  Basket  maintenance  being  received  and 
paid  in  August.  Year  to  date  SOBO  expenses  are  below  plan  by  $1,358 
(2%). 

• DISI  expenses  for  August  were  below  budget  by  $14,654  (-63%).  This  is 
due  primarily  to  outstanding  Marketing  invoices  and  lower  spending  in 
the  Planning  and  Zoning  category.  Year  to  date  DISI  expenses  are  below 
budget  by  $18,235  (-48%). 

• Administrative  expenses  for  August  were  above  budget  by  $2,254 
(+15%).  This  was  due  to  FWCBD  payment  of  an  IRS  fine  of  $1,820.  The 
fine  was  charged  due  to  an  error  made  by  our  accounting  firm  in  the 
filing  of  an  extension  for  our  2009  returns.  The  accounting  firm  has 
accepted  responsibility  and  has  reimbursed  the  FWCBD  for  the  full 
amount  of  the  fine. 
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North  Beach  Citizens  Overview  / Kristie  Fairchild,  Executive  Director 

• San  Francisco  is  currently  experiencing  a housing  crisis  with 
approximately  23,000  people  currently  waiting  for  housing. 

• The  cost  to  keep  alcoholics  on  the  street  is  about  $60,000  per  year 
compared  to  $18,000  per  year  to  house  them  permanently. 

• The  North  Beach  Citizens  group,  located  at  2700  Columbus,  was  started 
by  Francis  Ford  Coppola.  They  have  a staff  of  three,  a budget  of 
$355,000  per  year  and  their  resource  center  helps  about  400-500  people 
annually.  They  have  two  fundraising  events  annually  that  serve  as  their 
primary  source  of  funding. 

• The  organization  targets  the  homeless  by  engaging  them  on  a one  to  one 
basis  and  tries  to  get  them  off  the  streets.  Due  to  the  economy,  they  have 
seen  a surge  of  35-60  years  old  that  are  in  need  of  help  who  have  never 
needed  assistance  before.

Creating  an  education  program  at  the  hotels  for  tourists  on  how  they  can 
give  by  not  making  panhandling  on  the  wharf  so  lucrative.

The  best  case  scenario  is  he  will  allow  the  lights  already  installed  on  Taylor 
Street  and  the  work  can  continue.  If  he  does  not  get  the  information  from 
the  manufacturer  that  he  is  looking  for,  we  may  have  to  change  the  type  of 
lights  that  are  used  going  forward.

Custodial  Services 

Custodial  services  are  in  effect  and  are  scheduled  to  continue  throughout 
Fleet  Week  (October  15th.)  Services  include  one  custodial  attendant  on  duty 
between  7:00am  - 7:00pm,  seven  days  per  week.  The  primary 
responsibility  of  these  attendants  is  to  pick  up  litter,  wipe  down  dirty 
surfaces,  and  scrape  graffiti  stickers. 


SFPD  Update  / Captain  Kevin  Cashman 

• Captain  Cashman,  a San  Francisco  native,  started  in  1981  at  Central 
Station.  Since  his  return  he  has  noticed  that  many  of  the  same  problems 
plague  the  district,  public  drunkenness  and  homelessness.  These  are 
not  only  a police  problem  but  a societal  problem.  Working  the  beat 
means  making  informed  decisions  and  making  good  judgments  about 
when  to  take  people  in  versus  when  it's  best  not  to  pull  officers  away 
from  the  beat. 

• In  preparation  for  Fleet  Week  they  are  currently  organizing  a command 
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post  structure.  There  will  be  some  plain  cloth  officers  working  the 
wharf  specifically  looking  for  illegal  vending. 


Marketing  / Kathy  Paver 

• Next  Thursday  the  Blue  Angels  will  begin  practicing;  Friday  will  be  the 
parade  of  ships  and  then  the  air  show  at  1:00  pm.  The  Blue  Angels  meet 
and  greet  will  return  to  PIER  39  at  7:15  PM  on  Saturday. 

• There  will  be  a flyer  distributed  to  the  hotels  and  a PDF  version  to  post 
on  websites  or  forward  to  those  making  inquiries. 

• A Fisherman's  Wharf  information  booth  will  be  staffed  at  the  Crab  Wheel 
on  Saturday  and  Sunday. 

• Fleet  week  signs  are  available  to  hang  up  in  store  windows. 

• Rick  will  be  attending  the  CT&T  Marketplace  where  he  will  focus  on 
securing  publicity  for  our  upcoming  holiday  event  and  crab  season  next 
year. 

• There  will  be  a Holiday  Lights  and  Sights  Parade  meeting  next  Friday  at 
the  St  Francis  Yacht  Club. 

• A Crab  Season  subcommittee  has  been  established  to  work  out  the  fine 
details  for  the  event.  The  Crab  Cracking  contest  will  happen  on 
Thursday,  January  27th  at  Fisherman's  Grotto  #9  and  will  be 
immediately  followed  by  the  FWMA  luncheon. 

Conrad  Square  Park  / David  von  Winckler 

• The  Conrad  Park  has  received  some  short  term  enhancements  as  well  as 
an  increased  and  very  robust  presence  from  Central  Station. 

• The  Dept  of  Recreation  and  Parks  has  put  together  a sign  that  will  be 
produced  by  the  FWCBD  and  posted  at  the  park.  Funds  will  come  from 
SOBO  budget.  The  committee  will  now  begin  moving  forward  with  a 
long  term  vision  for  the  park.

• The  FWCBD  produced  and  installed  "Restaurants  Open  During

allows  us  to  better  manage  our  contacts  and  add  attachments  to  large 
recipient  lists  which  vertical,  the  previously  used  system,  would  not  allow. 

• The  location  for  Steve's  Memorial  Garden  has  been  determined  with  the 
approval  of  Steve's  family.  It  is  near  PIER  39  and  looks  over  where  his  office 
was  located  and  Fisherman's  Wharf.  A dedication  is  being  planned  for  early 
fall. 

Financial  Report,  Aline  Estournes-Treasurer 

• The  report  on  the  first  month  of  the  new  fiscal  year  shows  that  the  budget 
is  on  track  and  the  CBD  is  under  budget  in  all  expense  categories  by  a total 
of  $16,500.  Budget  was  approved. 

• Revenue  for  the  month  of  July  was  on  budget.  The  revenue  received 
from  the  fiscal  year  2009-2010  carry  over  has  been  accounted  for  in  the 
month  of  July. 

• Expenses  overall  for  the  month  of  July  were  below  budget  by  $16,503  (- 
22%).  This  is  primarily  due  to  outstanding  invoices  noted  below  by 
budget  category. 

• SOBO  expenses  for  July  were  below  budget  by  $7,510  (-21%).  This  was 
due  to  an  outstanding  invoice  from  CMSC  for  street  cleaning  services.

• General  Myatt  presented  the  objectives  for  San  Francisco  Fleet  Week  2010. 
This  year  it  will  be  more  than  just  an  air  show  since  that  alone  does  not 
provide  the  public  with  knowledge  about  the  Naval  Services.  In  accordance 
with  this,  the  'commercial'  aspect  of  past  Fleet  Weeks  will  be 
deemphasized.

Port  of  San  Francisco  Update,  Jay  Edwards,  Chair 

• Steven  Reel,  Project  Manager  from  the  Port  of  San  Francisco,  presented  the 
Pier  43  34  pier  and  promenade  upgrade  plans.  Some  of  the  key  aspects 
include;  demolishing  Pier  39  34,  creating  a new  concrete  promenade  and 
removing  the  timber  pilings  and  replacing  them  with  concrete  one.  The 
design  will  interface  with  Pier  43,  expand  the  sidewalk,  better  define 
Embarcadero  Street  with  curbs,  add  new  lamp  posts  that  will  match  the 
new  ones  on  Taylor  Street  and  remove  bus  zone  parking.  To  mitigate  the 
loss  of  the  bus  zone  parking,  4 new  zones  for  short  term  bus  parking  are 
being  added  in  the  district. 

The  design  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  September  and,  after  selecting  a 
contractor  through  an  RFP  process,  construction  is  tentatively  slated  to 
begin  early  next  year  and  will  take  approximately  14  months  to  complete. 

During  construction,  the  Little  Embarcadero  will  only  be  open  to  one  lane  of 
traffic  for  the  duration  of  the  project.  Construction  will  be  blocked  off  by  a 
chain  link  fence  so  the  construction  can  be  witnessed  and  so  the  views  of 
the  Bay  will  not  be  obstructed.

Tour  Bus  Parking  Zones 

We  are  awaiting  word  from  SFMTA  on  when  the  approved  medium-long  term 
parking,  in  the  2-4  hour  range  zones  in  Fisherman's  Wharf  will  be  implemented 
Taylor  Street  Lighting  Project 

Work  on  installing  of  lights  on  the  Taylor  Street  Corridor  Trees  has  begun. 

Work  was  completed  on  the  first  7 trees  at  Taylor  and  Jefferson.  The 
contractor  has  obtained  the  permits  and  has  a meeting  the  morning  of 
Wednesday  the  25th  with  the  Building  Department  for  an  inspection  on  the 
work  they  completed.  The  outcome  of  this  inspection  will  determine  if  they 
will  need  to  make  adjustments  or  if  they  can  continue.  The  next  areas  slated 
are  the  palm  trees  on  Taylor  at  Beach  and  the  trees  outside  the  Hyatt  from 
Northpoint  to  Bay. 

Hanging  Flower  Baskets 

We  have  moved  a few  baskets  due  to  the  construction  on  Taylor  between 
Jefferson  and  Embarcadero. 

Custodial  Services 

Custodial  services  are  in  effect  and  are  scheduled  to  continue  throughout  Fleet 
Week  (October  15th.)  Services  include  one  custodial  attendant  on  duty 
between  7:00am  - 7:00pm,  seven  days  per  week.  The  primary  responsibility  of 
these  attendants  is  to  pick  up  litter,  wipe  down  dirty  surfaces,  and  scrape 
graffiti  stickers. 

Homeless  drop  boxes 

Many  cities  in  the  nation  currently  have  these  type  of  programs  including 
Denver,  Baltimore  and  Virginia  Beach.  Some  cities  utilize  old  parking  meters  as 
collection  boxes.  One  thing  to  note  about  these  cities  is  that  they  typically  have 
more  stringent  laws  and  ordinances  about  panhandling  than  San  Francisco  has, 
which  makes  the  boxes  more  effective.  Typically  the  money  that  is  raised, 
approximately  $15,000  per  year  is  given  to  homeless  shelters. 

Wharf  Police  Coverage.  Capt.  Anna  Brown  - SFPD 

Both  the  Foot  Beat  and  Sit/Lie  ordinances  will  be  on  the  November  ballot.  One 
important  thing  to  note  about  Sit/lie  is  that  it  would  only  be  applicable  in 
certain  areas  at  certain  times.  The  SFPD  has  been  working  with  stores  that  are 
selling  liquor  to  people  that  are  clearly  intoxicated.  The  SFPD  is  reorganizing 
their  personnel  distribution  which  means  that  the  Central  Station  will  be

getting  approximately  ten  more  officers.

Financial  Report  - June  yearend  Financial  Report  Review  - Kevin  Carroll  Executive  Director 

Discussion: 

• Revenue  for  the  month  of  June  was  below  budget  by  $224,505  (-75%)  primarily  due  to  the  early 
receipt  of  landside  assessments  in  the  amount  of  $239,243  in  April  that  had  been  budgeted  for 
receipt  in  June. 

• DISI  expenses  for  June  were  over  budget  by  $10,199  (27%).  However,  for  year-end  DISI  is  below 
budget  by  $32,073  (-9%). 

• Administrative  expenses  for  June  were  below  budget  by  $10, 447  (-34%)  due  to  the  budgeting  of 
an  incentive  plan  that  was  not  achieved.  For  year-end,  Administrative  expenses  were  below 
budget  by  $8,651  (-5%). 

• Revenue  for  the  2009-2010  fiscal  year  was  below  budget  by  $28,085  (-3%).  This  was  due 
primarily  to  a shortfall  in  Landside  assessment  payments  in  the  amount  of  $35,237. 

• Overall  expenses  for  the  2009-2010  fiscal  year  were  below  budget  by  $39,734  (-5%).  This  was 
primarily  due  to  the  holding  of  additional  contingency  provisions  in  both  SOBO  and  DISI  in 
anticipation  of  a shortfall  of  assessment  collections. 

• For  the  2009-2010  fiscal  year,  none  of  the  $94,100  of  Contingency  Reserve  was  used;  the  amount 
will  be  rolled  over  and  applied  to  the  required  Contingency  Reserve  in  the  2010-2011  budget. 

• In-Kind  Donations  are  non-cash  contributions  that  need  to  be  posted  in  the  year  they  are  received. 
In  the  2009-2010  fiscal  year,  in-kind  donations  were  above  budget  by  $10,125  (25%).  The 
$50,125  of  In-Kind  Donations  includes  $27,600  rent  discounted  by  the  Cannery;  $7,200  in  meeting 
space  provided  by  Boudin,  and  an  additional  $15,325  of  donations  of  meeting  space,  gift 
certificates,  and  attraction  tickets  etc....

Street  Operations,  Beautification  and  Order  - John  Cannizzaro,  Committee  Member 

Discussion: 

• 10B  Police  Officer  Coverage  - Effective  June  21st  the  FWCBD  expanded  the  10B  Officers  to  be  seven 
days  per  week,  between  2:00pm  - 10:00pm.  We  have  received  a positive  response  from  many  of 
the  merchants  about  having  the  opportunity  to  call  the  10B  directly  regarding  incidents.  FWCBD 
staff  is  meeting  daily  with  the  10B  officers  to  update  them  on  particular  areas  to  focus  on.  The 
lOb's  have  been  issuing  many  citations  for  illegal  vending,  public  intoxication,  open  containers, 
blocking  the  sidewalk,  as  well  as  dealing  with  aggressive  panhandling.  Always  contact  9-1-1  in 
the  event  of  an  emergency,  but  you  can  contact  the  10B  Officers  via  cell  phone,  at  (415)  624-9781. 

• Tour  Bus  Parking  Zones  - The  new  red  zone  on  Taylor  at  Jefferson  has  been  painted.  This  will  help 
reduce  congestion  turning  off  of  Jefferson. 

• The  FWCBD  has  received  confirmation  from  the  SFMTA  that  new  medium-long  term  parking,  in 
the  2-4  hour  range  zones  in  Fisherman’s  Wharf  have  been  approved.  We  are  awaiting  word  on 
when  the  actual  zones  will  be  created. 

• Taylor  Street  Lighting  Project  - Work  on  installing  of  lights  on  the  Taylor  Street  Corridor  Trees  has 
begun.  The  first  trees  to  be  completed  will  be  the  ones  on  the  East  side  of  Taylor  beginning  at 
Jefferson  toward  beach.  Work  will  continue  over  the  next  several  weeks. 

• Hanging  Flower  Baskets  - All  the  new  flower  baskets,  funded  through  a grant  from  the  Mayor's 
office,  have  been  installed. 

• Custodial  Services  - Custodial  services  are  in  effect  and  are  scheduled  to  continue  throughout 
Fleet  Week  (October  15th.)  Services  include  one  custodial  attendant  on  duty  between  7:00am  - 
7:00pm,  seven  days  per  week.  The  primary  responsibility  of  these  attendants  is  to  pick  up  litter, 
wipe  down  dirty  surfaces,  and  scrape  graffiti  stickers. 

Wharf  Police  Coverage  - Captain  Anna  Brown,  SFPD 

Discussion: 

• Captain  Brown  introduced  Larry  Vales  who  is  a new  Beat  Officer  for  Fisherman’s  Wharf 

• Officer  Vales  spent  16  years  at  the  Tenderloin  Station  prior  to  Joining  Central  Station.  He  is 

currently  learning  about  the  area  and  it's  issues  with  the  homeless  and  vagrancy. 

• Additional  enforcement  at  Washington  Square  has  moved  many  vagrants  to  Conrad  Park. 

• There  are  two  homeless  outreach  officers  at  Central  Station.  The  officers  have  been  targeting  8 
locations  including  Conrad  Park. 

• The  shooting  that  took  place  at  2337  Powell  Street  has  been  turned  over  to  the  Gang  Taskforce  for 
investigation.  After  the  shooting  everyone  involved  left  the  scene  but  two  victims  checked  into 
Oakland  hospitals  with  non  life  threatening  gunshot  wounds. 

• The  4th  of  July  went  well  with  only  a few  fights  being  the  most  serious  events  of  the  evening. 

• The  amount  of  Bronze  statues  out  on  the  sidewalks  outside  the  Port’s  blue  lines  was  discussed.

• The  visitfishermanswharf.com  website  received  25K  unique  visitors  in  June,  which  was  10%  less 
than  the  previous  year. 

• The  Annual  Report  is  being  developed  now  and  will  be  available  next  month. 

• POW  WOW  2011  plans  are  being  developed  and  there  will  be  a "What  is  POW  WOW  and  Why 
Should  I Care?”  seminar  at  PIER  39  on  October  28th. 

• There  is  an  opportunity  for  Fisherman’s  Wharf  business  to  participate  that  the  opening  night 
party  through  representation  on  the  Belle  as  it  is  docked  at  Alcatraz.
